On the 25th of October Lieutenant General Carges 
ter, (who we told you was appointed to go againl 
the Northumberland Rebels) ſet out from Newcaſii 
with the Forces aſſigned him for that purpoſe. Upon 
the News of whole Approach they remoy'd fron 
Morpeth to Kelſo, on the other ſide rhe Tweed, and 
joln d the Scotch Rebels there; of whoſe March 1 
that Place we have already given the Reader an Ac 
count, Here they reſoly'd ro ſend three Expreſs 


three different Ways to the Earl of Mar, to 0 
in 
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him with their Junction, and to have his Opinion & 
bout their Deſign of marching into England. One of 
theſe Expreſſes was taken near Edinburgh, but the o- 
ther two reach'd Perth, and return d ſafe to Kelſo 
with the Earl of Mars Approbation. And now upon 
receiving Intelligence of General Carpenter's Ap , 
they call'd a Council of War on Wedneſday Night the 
26th of October, wherein twas y agree 
to croſs the River Tweed before Day the next Morn- 
ing, and attack him. But when they had ſlept, their 
Minds were ftrangely alter'd ; for after their Horſe and 
Foot had been kept ſtanding in the Places of Parade 
from five in the Morning till about Noon, inſtead of 
| proſecuring the former Night's Reſolurion, they 
; march d to Fedburgh. Here they continu d xill Saturday 
ae 29th, when reſolving to proceed to Hawick, there 
"WF aroſe a Diſpute between the Horſe, both Eng/z/h and 


Scotch, and the Highland Foot. The being 
drawn out of the Town firft, and und ing they 


were to go into England, mutter d, and faid, They 
had gone already too far from Home, and refus d to 
move one Step further, unleſs they were paid; where- 
upon the Horſe ſurrounded them, and offer d to com- 
pel them to march; but the Highlander: cocking 
their Muskets, and threatning to fire upon them, the 
Horſe dropt the Controverſy; and inſtead of forci- 
ble Means, the Engliſh Leaders made uſe of Bribes, 
and gathering amongſt them about 5 O0 J. gave it to 

Brigadier Mackintoſh, who diſtributed it to his Men, 
with a Promiſe, that for the future they ſhould re- 
ceive the daily Pay ef Six Pence a Man. This pa- 
cify d the major Part of the Foot, but 2 or 300 of 
them took the Opportunity of this March to ſeparate 
from the reſt, to return to their Habitations; and be- 
ing afterwards hard put to it to ſubſiſt, ſome ſold 
their Arms for Bread, and near 200 of them ſurren- 
der d themſelves Priſoners at Lamington. 

As ſoon as the main Body of the Rebe arriv d at 
Hawick, their Chiefs held another great Conſultation ; 


there; wherein the Queſtion was put, what they 
a 5 P ' ſhould 
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mould do upon the Approach of General Carpenter; 
ee e ould wait him there, or march on? 
Brigadier Mackineoſb was for the firſt, urging the 5. 
, periority of their own Numbers; that the longer they 
.defer'd an Engagement, the ſtronger Oppoſition theſ 
were like to meet with; and that their rigs before 
ſo inconfiderable a Number of Troops muſt ar one 
diſpirit their Friends and encourage their Enemies 
But General Forſter was againſt fighting till they had 
got a better Body of Horſe, and moſt of the other 
; Chiefs gaye inro his Opinion... The next Queſtion 
was, To what Place they ſhould march next * The 
Earl of M/intoun and ſome other Scots were for going 
back, ſaying, They had till Buſineſs enough in Sci. 
land, and that the beſt Service they could do, was to 
aſſiſt the Earl of Mar, in reducing the Duke of 4. 
ye, after which all Scotland would be their own. 
13 n propos d to march into La- 
caſbire, Where they would be certainly join'd by al 
the, Ronan Catholicks and other diſaffected Perſons. 
This laſt, Opinion prevailing, they march'd they 3oth 
of October from Hawich to Langham, where they quar- 
terd their Foot, and canton'd their Horſe in. the 
Neighbourhood. Hereupon early the next Morning, 
Brigadier Stanwix, Governor of Carliſle, with 60 of 
the Militia Horſe, went out from thence to get Intel. 
ligence of the Rebels; and being advanc'd to Langton, 
was inform d that they march d before Day from Lan- 
bam, taking their way through Dumfren; but that it 
was uncertain whether they deſign d to proceed di- 
rectly thither, or turn towards Morpat. While it 
was uncertain which Way the Rebels wauld bend 
their march, the Duke of Argyle in the North was 
ſtrictly upon his Guard, and wy a Detachment of 


Dragoons and a Battalion of Foot to Kzlfyth, and 200 
Dragoons to Falkirk, ro prevent their paſſing by the 
Head of the Forth, if in retiring from General Car- 
penter they ſnould endeavour to get back to the Earl 
of Mar. But General Carpenter, who arriv'd at ges- 
burzh the 3oth in the Morning, and thought fit ro 1 
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his weary Men there for two Days, receiv d, on the 
2d of November, certain Intelligence chat the Rebels 
were gone towards Brampeon; and being apprehenſive 
char they might have a Deſign to ſurprize Newcaſtle, 
he march d immediately over the Moors, got to Etleſ- 
den late thar Night; and on the 4th in the Morning 
came to Neweaſtle with his three Regiments of Dra- 
goons; having order d Hotham s Regiment of Foot to 
come after him by the way of M/ooller.' At his arri- 
val at Newcaſtle he was in orm d, that two Days be- 
fore the Rebels went from Brampton to Perith, in full 
march towards Lancaſhire; upon which he reſolvd to 
follow them with the Dragoons only for greater Ex- 
pedition, not doubting but by the Time he could 
come up with them, he ſhould be reinforced by the 
King's Troops in the Met of England.

The Duka of eee on the 


12th of Novem the Rebels had come to Auob- 
terarder with their Baggage, Artillery, and a [ſuffici- 
ent Quantity of Bread for a March of many Days; 
found he was abligd either to engage them on the 
Grounds near Dumblain, or to decamp and wait their 
coming to the Head of Furib. He choſe che ſuſt om 
many Accounts, and amongſt others, becauſe the 
Grounds near Dumblain were much more advantagi- 
ous for his Horſe than thoſe at the Head of the Ri- 
ver; and beſides this, by . oning 
the Forth might become paſſable in ſeveral 

which the ſmall Number of his Troops did nor en- 
able him ro guard ſufficiently. -His Grace had alfo 
Advice, that the Rebels deſigu d to encamp at Di- 
blain the 12th at Night, and he judg'd ir of the aft 
Importance to prevent them in the Paſſeſſion of chat 
Place. Accordingly my Lord Duke march'd his lit- 
tle Army of 3500 Men, on Saturday the 12th at ꝙ in 
the Morning, and encamp'd the ſame Evening with his 
Left ar Dumblain, and his Right towards the Shersff- 
Moor, within 2 Miles of the Enemy. His Troops 
lay all that Night on their Arms, and the next Morn- 
ing (being Sunday) by Break of Day, my Lord Duke 
rode to a riſing Ground where his advanced Guard 
was poſted, to view the Rebel Army, (which was all 
drawn in Line of Battle, and conſiſted of 9100 Men) 
but their Right lay conceal'd in a hollow Way, which 
it was impoſſible to perceive, the Enemy having Pof- 
ſeſſion of the Brow of the Hill. His Grace obferv- 
ing the Body of the Enemy which he view'd, to 
point their march towards the Heights of the Moor, 
deſigning, while their Right attack d him in Front, 
their Left ſhould take him in Flank ; he commanded 
his Troops to ftrerch ro the Right in the following 


Order; three Squadrons of Dragoons upon the Right 
and Left of the Front Line, and fix Battallions of 
Foor 
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Foot in the Center! The ſecond Line cas comp 
of two Barrallions in the Center, one Squadron% 
Dragoons on the Right and anbther on the Left; add 


one Squadron of Dgoons behind each Wing of 
Horſe dn the firſt Line My Lord Duke having this 
chang'd the Diſpoſition of his Army, order'd them w 
march and gain the Heights; his Right advanethg W 
ver againſt the Enemy Left, which! eur d bim en 
being flank d. As ſoon as he arrived at the Top" 
the Hill, rhe Enemy, who were within Piſtol- Shot, 
began the Attack before all his Troops were come ug 
But the Horſe with my Lord Duke, and the conſtam 

Fire of the Platoons of Foot, in leſs than half ay 
Four, put the Enemy's whole Left Wing to the Roiit 
The Duke of Argyle purſuing, as he thought, the 
Main of their Army, drove them before him above! 
Mile and a half to the River Allan. But during this; 
the Right of the Rebels which lay in the Hollow Way, 
and which was ſuperior to that Part of the Army 
which the Duke had beaten, had fallen with all ima- 
ginable Fury upon his Left, while they were in ſome 
Diſorder by changing their Ground, and had broke 
quire through them. Of this General Wightman ſehr 
to inform the Duke of Argyle, and flacken'd his March 
with the five Battallions of Foot with which he was 
following the Duke as faſt as he could. When my 
Lord Duke was return d from the Purſuir of the Re- 
bels, and had joyn'd General Mightman's Foot with 
five Squadrons of Dragoons, he was ſurpriz'd to ee 
ſuch an Army behind him, being three times his Num- 
ber; bur all his Troops, both Horſe and Foot, being 
in the moſt perfect good Order, he 'fac'd about to 
rhe Right and march'd towards the Enemy in a Line 
of Battle. He poſted himſelf at lepgth, at the very 
Bottom of the Hill on which they were ranged, 
where he had the Advantage of ſome Earth Walls, 
or Dirches about Breaſt-high; ſo that their Horſe 
could not well attack him.

The Earl of Mar ſent the following Letter to Co- 
Jonel Balfour Governor of Perth, when be had retir'd 
o Ardoch, the Night after the Battle was foughr. 


Ardoch. November 13. 1715. 
1 thought you would be anxious to know the fate 
of this Day; we attack d the Enemy on the end 
of the Sheriff-moor ar 12 a Clock this Day, on our 
Right and Center; carried the Day entirely; pur- 
te ſued them down to the little Hill, on the Ls of 
ne Dnblain; and there I got moſt of our Horſe, and 
a pretty good Number of our Foot brought again 
th into ſome Order, We knew not then whar was be- 
come of our Left, ſo we returned to the Field of 
Battle; we diſcerned a Body of the Enemy on the 
e North of us, conſiſting moſtly of the Grey Dragoons, 
* and ſome of rhe Black ; we alſo dicover'd a Body of 
1 their Foot, farther North, upon the Field where 
we were in the Morning; and Eaſt of that a Body 
las we rhonght) of our own Foot; and I ſtill believe 
it was fo. I form'd-rthe Horſe and Foot with me in 
Line, on the North fide of the Hill where, we had 
engaged, and kept our Front towards rhe Enemy to

The five firſt were found 
Guilty, and ſentenc d to be ſhot to Death; but Enſign 
Dalziel was acquitted as to the Crime of Deſertion, 
upon his proving, that he had thrown up his Commil- 
ſion ſome Time before he engag'd in the Rebellion, 
The Lord Charles Murray was, both on account of his 
Youth, and in Conſideration of the Loyalty ſhewn, 
on this critical Occaſion, by his Illuſtrious Father, re- 
ſpited till farther Orders.

others to the Marſhalſea, and others to the Fleet ; 
each Diviſion being placed between a Party of Horſe- 
Grenadiers, and a Platoon of Foot-Guards. In this 
manner General Tartan ſer out from Highgate about 
Noon, and proceeded to London through innumerable 
Crowds of Spectators of all Ages, Sexes, and Con- 
ditions; his Drums beating all the Way a Trium- 
phant March. Here it was that theſe unhappy 
Wretches began to taſte the bitter Effects of their 
own Folly ; for Death it ſelf, to a generous Mind, 
muſt needs be preferable ro the Infamy of fuch a 
Cavalcade. What Pains can equal the Diftreſs of no- 
ble Souls expos d to the Inſults of rhe Populace? And 
how muſt it cut them ro the Heart, firſt, to paſs 
through the rude Reproach and Contempt of the 
Vulgar, before they fall Victims to the violated Laws 
of their Country?

The ſame Day theſe Priſoners were brought to 
Town, two of them, viz. Mr. R:chard Gaſcoigne and: 
Mr. Thomas Butler, (one of the Duke of Ormond's na- 
tural Sons) were carried to the Cock-P:t, where they 
were examin'd before a Committee of the Privy- 
Council, and aftewards committed to the Cuſtody of 
one of his Majeſty's Meſſengers. The next Day the 
Lord Viſcount Kenmure, Mr. Forſter, and Brigadier 
Mackintoſh, were carried to the Coch Pit, where they 
were ſeverally examin'd by a Committee of Council, 
and then remanded, the firſt ro the Tower, and the o- 
ther two ro Newgate. The ſame Day likewiſe Mr. 
Gaſcoigne and Mr. Butler were examin'd a ſecond Time, 
and then committed ro Newgate. On Monday the 12th 
of December, the Earls of Derwentwater and Nithiſdale, 
Carnwath, and Wintoun, the Lord Widdrington, and 
ſome others of the Principal of the Rebels, were alſo 
ſeverally examin'd, and afterwards ſent back to their 
reſpective Priſons. They had very little ro ſay for 
themſelves, fave only, in general, That they had acted 
pen Principles of Conſcience, and whatſoever was allctted 
for them they were ready to undergo. And now the Re- 
bellion in England being totally ſuppreſs'd, the King's 
Houſhold-Troops broke up their Camp in Hide Park 
the next Day * the Priſoners were brought to Lon- 

don, 
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don; and the Artillery was ſent to the Tower. How 
ever, for rhe greater Security of rhe Cities of Lon 
and Meſtminſter, an extraordinary Horſe-Guard wa 
pg to ſeveral Inns between St. James s and Min. 
al, with Orders to parrole all Night. | 
The ſeven Peers among the Rebels were after. 
wards"impeach'd of High- Treaſon by the Common 
of Grent-Britain, * when they came te fir after the 
Chriſima Holy-Days, which was on the ↄth of Faniy: 
ry; when the King coming to the Houſe of Pen 
with the uſual State and Solemnity, made the follow. 
ing Speech to the Parliament. — 


The KING's Speech to both Houſes of Parliament 


Ny Lords and Gentlemen, ö 
HE Zeal and Affection to my Government, 
and the yigilant Care for the Safety of the 
* Nation, which you have ſhewn in your reſpective 
Counties, have not only fully anſwer'd my Expect. 
tions, but give me Aſſurances that you are met to- 
gether, reſolv d to act with a Spirit becoming a Tim 
of common Danger, and with fuch a Vigour as wil 
end in the Confuſion of all thoſe who have openly 
* engag'd in this Rebellion, and in the Shame and 
* Reproach of ſuch as by ſecret and malicious Inh- 
* nuations have fomented, or by an avowed Indife- 
rence encouraged this traiterous Enrerprize. 

It is, I doubt not, a great Satisfaction to you to 
* have obſerv d, Thar the Powers you have intruſted 
* me with for the Preſervation of the Publick Safery, 
* have been employ'd in rhe moſt proper and effectuil 
Manner, and made ſtrĩctly ſubſervient ro thoſe Pu- 
© poſes only, for which you intended them; and you 
* muſt have had the Pleaſure to reflect with me, That 
as the Meaſures taken for our Defence have been 
< Juſt and Neceffary, fo it has pleas d the Divine Pro- 
vidence, to bleſs them with a Series of ſuirable Suc- 
* ceſs. And I cannot but take this Opporruniry, of 
doing Juftice tu the Officers and Soldiers * 
| | a J' 
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Army, whoſe brave and faithful Diſtharge of their 
Duty, has diſappoinred our Enemies, and contri- 
« bured ſo much to the Safety of the Nation. 

I did hope, that the Detecting and Preventing the 
© deſigned Inſurrections, in ſome Parts of the King 
dom, and the Defeating in others, thoſe who had 
taken up Arms againſt me, would have pur an End 
to this Rebellion; bur ir 1s plain, that our Enemies, 
animated by ſome ſecret Hopes of Aſſiſtance, are 
* ſtill endeavouring to Support this deſperate Under- 
* raking, and rhe Pretender, as I have reaſon to be- 
* lieve, is now Landed in Scotland. 7 

It is, however, with Pleafure, I can acquainr yon, 
That norwirhftandirig theſe inteſtine Commotions, 
Great. Britain has, in ſome meaſure, recover'd its 
Influence and Reputation Abroad. The Treaty for 
ſettling the Barrier for the Netherlands, is now fully 


„concluded between the Emperor and the States- 
le © General, under my Guaranty. The King of Spain 
e © has agreed to a Treaty, by which that valuable 
TJ © Branch of our Commerce will be deliver'd from 
© the new Impotitions and Hardſhips ro which it was 
"BY © ſubjected by the late Treaties, and will ſtand ſettled 
br the future, on a Foot more advantagious and 
certain than it ever did'in the moſt flouriſhing Time 
or any of my Predeceſſors; and the Treaty for re- 
"Wo "<wing all former Alliances, between the Crown of 


* Great-Britain, and the Stares-General, is brought 
very near to its Concluſion. 22 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

* I muſt rely on your Affection to me, and your 
* Care and Concern for rhe Safery of the Nation, ro 
grant me ſuch Supplies as may enable me to reſtore, 
and ro ſecure the Peace of the Kingdom, and 1 
* will order Eftimares of the neceſſary Expences to 
be laid before you. | 

* Among the many unavoidable ill Conſequences of 
this Rebellion, none affects me more ſenſibly, than 
that extraordinary Burthen which ir has, and muſt 


* Ereate to my faithful Subjects. To eaſe them as far 
FL © as 
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* as lies in my Power, I rake this firſt Opportunity of 
* declaring, Thar I will freely give up all the Eftates 
that ſhall become forfeired ro the Crown by this 
Rebellion, to be applied towards defraying the ex. 
* traordinary Expence incur'd on this Occaſion. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is matter of the greareſt Uneaſineſs ro me, That 
the firſt Years of my Reign, the whole Courle of 
which, I wiſhed to have tranſmitted ro Poſterity, 
diſtinguiſhed by the fair and endearing Marks di 
Peace and Clemency, ſhould be clouded and over 
caſt with ſo unnatural a Rebellion; which, how. 
ever impotent and unſucceſsful a due Care may ren- 
der it in all other Reſpects, does moſt ſenſibly af. 
flict me, by the Calamiries it has brought on many 
of my faithful Subjects, and by thoſe indiſpenſable 
Returns of Severity, which their Sufferings and the 
Publick Safety do moſt juſtly call for. Under tb 
Concern my greateſt Comfort is, that I cannot re. 
* proach my ſelf with having given the leaſt Provoca- 
tion to that Spirit of Diſcontent and Calumny tha 
has been let looſe againſt me, or the leaſt Prerenct 
for kindling the Flame of this Rebellion. 

* Ler thoſe, whole faral Counſels laid rhe Foun- 
dation of all theſe Miſchiefs, and thoſe whoſe pri- 
vate Diſcontents and Diſappointments, diſguiſed 
under falſe Pretences, have betrayed great Num- 
bers of deluded People into their own Deſtruction, 
anſwer for the Miſeries in which they have invch 
ved their Fellow Subjects. I queſtion not, but tha 
with the Continuance of God's Bleſſings, who alone 
is able ro form Good our of Evil, and with th 
cheerful Aifiſtance of my Parliament, we ſhall, it 
a thorr Time, lee this Rebellion End, not only 1 
reſtoring the Tranquility of my Government, but 
in procuring a frm and lafting Eſtabliſument of that 
excellent Conſtitution in the Church and State, 
wiich it was manifeſtly deſigned to ſubvert: Ant 
char rhis open and flagrant Attempt, in Favour 0 
* Popery Will abolith all other Diſtinctions among 
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© us, but of ſuch as are zealous Aſſertors of the Liber- 
© ties of their Country, the preſent Eſtabliſhment, 
and the Proteſtant Religion, and of ſuch as are en- 
« deavouring to Subject the Nation, to the Revenge 
and Tyranny of a Popiſh Pretender. 


When the Commons had returned to their Houle 
and voted an Addreſs of Thanks ro his Majeſty, Mr. 
Lechmere made a famous Speech, ro hat Auguſt Aſ- 
ſembly, upon the Preſent Poſture of Affairs, to rhe 
following Effect. | 


( T HAT after the general Aſſurances rhe Houſe had 

given to his Majefty, one Moment ought not to be 
loſt without taking ſome effectual Step towards mak- 
ing them good; that the firſt and great Concern was 
to put an End to this Rebeffion, not only to quiet the 


preſent Commotions, but to extinguiſh the very poſ- 


ſibility of their being renewed ; that for theſe Ends 
every Gentleman would agree ro ſtrengthen the 
Hands of the King, in ſuch Manner as would ena- 
* ble him ſpeedily and effectually ro complear this 
* Work; that the Houſe would do this with abſolute 
* Cheerfulneſs, from the certain Knowledge and Expe- 
* rience they had of the Wiſdom and Juſtice of his 
* Majeſty, who would make no other Uſe of any Con- 
fidence his Parliament ſhould repoſe in him, than 
to promote the common Welfare of his People; 
and that whatever extraordinary Aiiſtance the pre- 
ſent Juncture of Affairs ſhould require, would be 
continued no longer than the publick Neceſſity call'd 
* for it. Thar the next uſeful and neceſſary Step was 
the National Fuſtice, which was incumbent on this 
' Houſe, in Duty to the King, as well as in Juſtice 
to the People; and as ungrateful and diſagree- 
able a Parr as this muſt be, yet when the Deſign 
of the Enemy was become lo deſperare and fo a- 
* vowed, as ro ftrike ar the Crown upon the King's 
Head, and to involve the Nation in the Calamities 
of a Civil Nur, the Houle could not exert them- 
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*ſeives roo early, not with too much Vigour ; and 
that as the Houſe acquirred themſelves on this Oc. 
caſion, he promiſed himſelf the Effect would be an- 
* ſwerable. That the Spirit which ſhould be ſhewn 
in this Inſtance, would animate the Friends of the 
Government both ar Home and Abroad, and the 
Tetror it muſt ſtrike on our Enemies, would be e- 
* qual ar leaſt and contribute as much ro the common 
Safety, as any other Preparation that had or could 
* be made. He wiſh'd he could ſay or think that this 


Rebellion was the Project of thoſe only, who ap- 


* peard to head ir; or that it was the Reſult of the 
weak or raſh Counlels of thoſe who publickly a. 
*vowd it; he wiſhd he couid ſay, that ir was the 
Work of Papiſts only, or of thoſe few Proteſtants, 
* who were wicked or weak enough openly ro join 
in it. He wiſh'd he cbuld ſay, that it was a Pla- 
+ but of Yeſterday, and that ic had taken no deeper 
Root, than ordinary appearances would lead to ſuſ- 
* rect: Bur he thought it plain, that it was the Effect 
* of many Years Labour, of the joint and united La- 
* bour of great Numbers both Proteſtants and Papiſts, 
the plain and neceſſary Conſequence of the Meaſures 
* which had been carrying on for ſome Years laſt! 
That to frame a right judgment of the Nature of 
© this Rebellion, he thought ir neceſſary for the Houle 
to lcok back and confider, the natural Tendency of 
* the publick Proceedings of late Years, and the Con- 
* nexion they bore with the preſent unfortunate State 
* of Things; when Men in ſacred Functions ſuffer d 
themſelves ro become State Inffruments, and the great 
* Merit of {ſuch Men was under the Pretence of aſſert- 


ing the Doitrines of the Church of England, to con- 


s demn the Revolution, he could never underſtand 


any other Deſign or Tendency from thoſe Practices, 


than to undermine the Foundation of the Proteſtant 
EF Succeſſion. He remember'd twas ſaid upon a very 
* ſolemn Occaſion, by a very honourable Gentleman, 
* That the Cendemming the late happy Revclution, could 
have no other Meaning than to make Way fer another 


That 
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That however wicked and dangerous theſe Practices 
were, they made roo great an Impreſſion and con- 
attributed a great deal to the preſent Calamity; that 
' 15 the Deſigns of the Enemy grew more avowd, 
state Principles of another Kind were advancd, 
« which ſtill conduced to the ſame End. Thar twas 
well known what Induſtry was uſed to inculcate the 
Notions of Hereditary Right to the Crown, in Ons 
' poſition to the Settlement which had been made of it 
in the Houſe of Hanover by the Authority of Parlia- 
ment, and with no other View than to weaken that 
Settlement: Thar every one remembred what ex- 


© traordinary Pains were taken to poyſon the People 


with this dangerous Notion; and that thoſe who 
made the beſt Court ro Men in Power, were ſuch 
ho eſpouſed this Opinion in the moſt nororious 
Manner. Thar he could nor forget with what Ten- 
derneſs a certain Divine of the Church of England 
was treated below Stairs, whilſt under Proſecution, 
for the moſt impudent * Libel that ever was pub- 
liſhed againſt any Government, that had either Will 
* or Power to maintain it ſelf. He thought the Puniſh- 

ment that was inflicted on that Gentleman light e- 

nough, but he could not avoid taking Notice of a

remarkable Paſſage, which then alarm'd every think- 


ing Man, and will, one time or other, deſerve the 
Conſideration of this Houſez viz. The Order from 
the Government, counterſignd by a Secretary of 
State, to the Judges of rhe Queen . Bench, after the 


| Judgment paſs d, to ſuperſede the ignominious Part 


of the Puniſhmenr, by Reaſon of the Sacred Function 
of the Criminal: By which the moſt unexampled and 
dangerous Diftintion was introduced ; and which 
' Proceeding could bear no other Conſtruction, than 
as a Licenſe and Protection, even from the Govern- 
ment, to Men in Holy Orders, to propagate that de- 
| Fructive Poſition with Impurity; and the Character of 
. The Perſon, which ought in Juſtice to have aggrava- 


1 Hereditary Right aſſerted, &c. 
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ted his Guilt and heightned the Puniſhment, became 


his Indemnity againſt the Reproach of it, even by 


the Authority of the Government it ſelf. He re. 


membred in what Manner every Thing of that Na. 
ture was treated in Weſtminſier-Hall ; what Severi. 


ties were exerciſed againſt rhoſe Perſons who had 


Courage enough to aſſert rhe Intereſt of their Coun. 


try, and of the Proteſtant Succeſſion, at the ſame 
Time that the Patrons of Hereditary Right enjoy d al 
Indulgences. That he mention d theſe Things on no 
Uncertainties, having been an Eye-Witneſs of them 
himſelf and it having fallen to his Share to bear ſome 
Part in them: That this was one of the moſt ſuc- 
ceſsful Parts of the Scheme of thoſe who had fix( 
their Eyes on the Pretender; that the Houſe need not 
be told how far it had operated, to the Prejudice of 
the Proteſtant Succeſſion. That he could give mam 
other Inſtances of this Kind, all which promoted the 
ſame End: The groſs Diſtinctions that were coin d 
to elude the Oaths that had been made for the Se. 
curiry of the Government; The Endeavours that 
were uſed to poſſeſs the People with falſe Fears of the 
Danger of the Church; and the little Care that was 


taken, ro ſay no worle of ir, to inſtil into the Youth 


of the Kingdom, ſuch Principles as were conſiſtent 
with the true Intereſt either of Church or State. That 
he look d upon theſe Things which he had menti- 
ond. to be the Foundation of the Scheme that was now, 
by rhis Rebellion, carrying on into Execution ; and 
he own d that in this Reſpect the Authors of ir were 
wiſe in their Generation, for by theſe Arts the very 
Principle on which the Proteſtant Succeſſion was found- 
ed, was ſhaken ; and tho the Methods of doing it were 
baſe and vile, yer the Diſſatisfaction and Uneaſinels 
that was created by them in the Minds of the People, 
made Way for the Change that was deſired. That he 
craved Leave of the Houſe, ro put them in Mind

on him: Thar rhe Aſperſions then thrown upon him, 
did not hurt that great Man; and whatever Endea- 
* yours may at any time be uſed to leſſen him, will 
hurt none but thoſe that ſnall promote them: But 
yet thoſe vain Endeavours were a very uſeful Part of 
* the Scheme then carrying on. Twas a neceſſary Step 
* for-thoſe Men to put him out of the Way, whoſe

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On the 24. My Lord Duke, went with General Ca- 
Ian, to view the Roads leading ro Perth; which pur 
the Rebels into ſo great a Conſternation that ſome of 
their ſmall Garriſons abandon'd their Poſt in Fife, and 
retired behind the River Ern. Upon his return to 
Stirling, his Grace order d out a Detachment to rake 
Poſt at Dumblain, and another at Down, 2 Miles far- 
ther on the way ro Perth. And altho' the ſudden Thaw; 
which happen'd the Day before and was attended with 
a great fall of Snow, had rendered the Roads extream 
Difficult, yet having received poſitive Orders from 
Court, to march forthwith againſt the Rebels, My 
Lord Duke was reſolved to ſurmount all Obſtacles. 
On the 26. two Pieces of Cannon, and 4 Mortars, ar- 
rived ſafely at Stirling from Berwick: And now his 
Grace wanted nothing bur a Company of Gunners and 
Inginiers for the Service of the Artillery; and theſe 
were on the 29th in the Morning brought up to his 
Camp by Colonel Borgard, who rhe Day before ar- 
rived in the Forth of Edinburgh, with the Man of War, 
and Tranſports, that had on Board the Arrillery and 
Stores ſo long expected from London. Hereupon his 
Majeſty's Army under the Command of the Duke of 
Arg yle advanced the ſame Day from Stirling ro Dum- 
blain. That Morning, a Detachment of his Maje- 
ſty's Troops, with 2 Pieces of Cannon, approaching 
the Caſtle of Braco, the Rebels in Garriſon there a- 
bandon d the ſame. The next Morning a Detachment 
of 200 Dragoons and 400 Foot, with 2 Pieces of Can- 
on, march'd to Tullibardine, ro diſlodge the Rebels 
from thence, and to cover the Country People who 
were employ d upon the Roads, for the more 
commodious march of the Army, which that Day 
proceeded ro Ayrdock, and Auchterarder, and on the 
31ſt of Fanuary paſs d the River Ern, without Oppoſi- 
tion, and advanced to Tullibardine, within 8 or 9 Miles 
of Perth. 

My L. Duke's rapid march ſo ſurprized the Rebels, 
that that very Morning about Ten of the Clock, they 
abandon d Perth marching off over the Tay upon the Ice; 
and abour Noon the Pretender himſelf, who came - — 

| ace 
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Place rhe Day be fare, follow 'd his flying Adhemm 
with Tears in his Eyes. The Rebels went off in 
fuch Confufion and Precipitation, that they left their 
Cannen behind them; only they threw three of the 
largeſt of them into the River. The Duke of Argyle 
having the ſame Day, about 4 in the Afternoon, te. 
ceir'd Intelligence of their Flight, immediately or. 
der d out a Detachment of 400 Dragaons and 1000 
Feot; and on the iſt of February, about One in the 
Morning, his Grace and General Cadogan arriv'd at 
Perth with the Dragoons. The Thouſand Foot which 
fer our with his Grace from Tullibardiue, gar alſo to 
Perth about Ten that Morning, as did the reſt of his 
Majeſty's Troops in the Evening. Same of the High. 
lenders could not, even in their Flight, farbear Pilter- 
ing: For hearing of ſome Brandy and Uſquebaugh 
that was hid in Perth, they ſtop'd and ſeized it; and 
ſeveral of them drank fo plentifully that a Parry of Co, 
lanel Campbel of Finab's Men, who march'd as an ad- 
vanc'd Guard to the Royal Army, took them Priſo- 
ners. The Duke of Argole having refoly'd ro purſye 
the Runaways, with the urmoſt Diligence, without 
giving them Time to recover from their Conſternati- 
on, his Grace advanc'd on the 2d of February to Errol, 
with fix Squadrens of Dragoons, three Battallions, and 
goo derach'd Foot; and the next Day proceeded to 
Dundee ; where the reſt of the Army came on the 4th. 
The Rebels with rhe Pretender, having retired from 
Dundee to Montroſe, his Grace ſent on the zd, a De- 
tachmenr towards Averbrothick, within eight Miles of 
Montroſe ; and on the 4th in the Morning, his Grace 
order d alſo Major-General Sabine, with three Battalli- 
ons, $500 derach'd Foot, and yo Dragoons, to march 
ro Aberbrathick, There being two Roads ra Montroſe, 
one by Brechin, the other by Aberbrothich, his Grace 
derach'd the ſame Day Colonel Clayton with 300 Foot 
and 50 Dragoons, to march by the Way of Brechin; 
giving Orders as well ro Major-General Sabins, as to 
Colonel Clæyton, to ſer the Country People ro Work to 
clear the Roads. His Grace having divided the reſt 


of his Army into two Bodies, for marching with the 
greater 
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eater Expedition, proceeded on the 5th in the Mor. 
= ale 2 80 Cavalry by the upper Road towards 
Brechin, as did Lieutenant-General Cadogan, with the 
Infantry towards Aberbrethick, the whole Army being 
to join the next Day near Montroſe, | f 

On the other Hand, the Pretender received Advice 
at Montroſe on the 14 of February about 4 in rhe After- 
noon, that Part of the King's Army was advancing to- 
wards Aberbrothick ; whereupon, he order d the Clans 
which had remained with him after his Flight from 
Perth, to be ready to march about 8 at Night towards 
Aberdeen, where he aſſur d them a conſiderable Force 
would ſoon come to them from France. Ar the Hour 
appointed for their March, the Pretender ordered his 
Horſes to be brought before the Door of the Houſe in 
which he lodged, and the Guard which uſually attend- 
ed him ro mount, as if he defign'd to go on with the 
Clans ro Aberdeen: But at the ſame Time he ſlipped 
privately out on Foot, accompanied only by one of his 
Domeſticks; went to the Earl of Mars Lodgings, and 
from thence by a By-way to the Water- ſide, where a 
Boat waited,. and carried him and the Earl of Mar on 
Board a French Ship of about go Tuns, called the 
Maria Tereſa of St. Malo. About a Quarter of an 
Hour after, two other Boats carried the Earl of Mei- 
fort and the Lord Drummond, with Lientenant- Gene- 
ral Sheldon, and Ten other Gentlemen, on Board the 
ſame Ship; and theo they hoiſted Sail and put to Sea. 
The Earls Mariſchal and Saut hesk, the Lord Timmouth, 
Son to the Duke of Berwick, General Gordon, with 
many other Gentlemen and Officers of Diſtinction, 
were left behind to ſhift for themſelves : Upon which 
the Clans, for rhe moſt Part diſperſed, and ran to the 
Mountains, and about a Thouſand of them, who con- 
tinued in a Body, march'd towards Aberdeen. 

General Cadogan receiving this news, haſten d his 
march towards Montroſe, where he arrived the 5th of 
February, in the Afternoon, with the Regiments of 
ils, Edgerton, and Clayton, and 600 detached Foot. 
The ſame Night the Duke of Arg yle came to Brechin, 
within ave Miles of Montroſe, with all the Dragoons; 

Lieute- 
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Lieurenant-General Vanderbeck with the Foot lay g 
Aberbrothick; and they all continued their March on 
the 6th towards Aberdeen, in Purſuit bf the Rebels, 
The ſame Day, General Gordon, who took upon 
him the Command of the Remains of the Forces of 
the Rebels, produced to them at Aberdeen, a Letter 
from the Pretender, in which he acquainted his Friends, 
That the Diſappointments he had met with, eſpecially from 
Abroad, had cbliged him to leave that Country; that le 
thanked them for their Services, and deſired them to advife 
with General Gordon, and conſult their own Security, ei. 
ther by keeping in 4 Body or ſeparating + At the ſame 
Time, General Gordon acquainted them, that they 
could not receive any more Pay. On the 7th of Fe. 
bruary in the Morning, the Van of the Rebels march d 
from Aberdeen, as did their Rear about Two in the 
Afternoon; and their main Body lay at Old Meldrum; 
but about 200 of thelr Horſe, amongſt whom were 
many of their Chiefs, with Jriſh and other Officers, 
-who came lately from France, went towards Peterhead, 
in Order to imbark there. The Duke of Arg yle fol- 
low'd the Rebels very cloſely; for, on the 8th of Fe- 
bruary his Grace arriv'd at Aberdeen, with a Dertach- 
ment of 50 Dragoons, and 400 Foot; and the reſt of 
the King's.

Fraſerburgh. The next Day his Grace had Inrelli- 
| gence from Colonel Grant, That he had taken Poſſeſſon 
of Caſtle Gordon; and that General Gordon, and the 
main Body of the Rebels having come that Way, were 
marched up Strath-Spey and Strath-Don, which 'twa:
